The  following  is  an  extract  from — - 

Permanent  Constitution  of  Port  Sanitary  Authority. 
Port  of  Cardiff. 

Barry  and  Cadoxton  Port  Sanitary  Authority. 
(Local  Government  Board — 27th  July,  1893). 


Section  II  — Limits  of  Jurisdiction 

Article  3. 

The  jurisdiction  of  the  said  Port  Sanitary  Authority  shall 
extend  to  so  much  of  the  said  Port  of  Cardiff  as  is  comprised 
within  the  following  lines  ; that  is  to  say — 

A straight  line  drawn  due  south  from  the  seaward 
extremity  of  the  common  boundary  of  the  Parishes  of  Sully 
and  Lavernock  to  the  boundary  of  the  said  Port,  a straight  line 
drawn  due  south  from  the  seaward  extremity  of  the  common 
boundary  of  the  Parishes  of  Saint  Athans  and  Llantwit  Major 
to  the  boundary  of  the  said  Port,  and  a line  co-incident  with 
that  part  of  the  boundary  of  the  said  Port  which  lies  between 
the  points  at  which  the  straight  lines  hereinbefore  mentioned 
meet  such  boundary  ; 

together  with  the  waters  of  the  said  Port  of  Cardiff  within  such 
limits,  and  the  place  or  places  for  the  time  being  appointed  as  the 
Customs,  Boarding  Station  or  Stations  for  such  part  of  the  said 
Port,  and  every  other  place  for  the  time  being  appointed  for  the 
mooring  or  anchoring  of  ships  for  such  part  of  the  said  Port,  under 
any  regulations  for  the  prevention  of  the  spread  of  diseases  issued 
under  the  authority  of  the  Statutes  in  that  behalf,  and  the  docks, 
basins,  harbours,  creeks,  rivers,  channels,  roads,  bays,  and  streams 
belonging  to  such  part  of  the  said  Port.  . . . .” 

The  contributing  Riparian  Authorities  are  the  Cardiff  Rural 
District  Council  and  the  Cowbridge  Rural  District  Council.  The 
boundary  of  the  district  therefore  extends  from  a point  at  Swan- 
bridge  immediately  opposite  the  eastern  side  of  Sully  Island  to  a 
point  approximately  one  mile  west  of  the  Leys.  The  latter  position 
is  known  as  Penry  Bay.

Cargo  Traffic — The  details  set  out  in  Table  C in  respect  of 
Cargo  Traffic  have  been  extracted  from  the  following  figures 
kindly  produced  by  the  Dock  Manager,  Barry  Docks  (British 
Transport  Commission — South  Wales  Docks).

In  the  one  unsatisfactory  case,  an  informal  notice  was  served 
for  the  tanks  to  be  emptied,  thoroughly  cleansed  and  cement- 
washed.  This  work  was  carried  out  satisfactorily. 

(3)  Precautions  Taken  Against  Contamination  of  Hydrants 
and  Hosepipes 

Regular  samples  have  been  taken  from  the  hydrants  and  found 
to  be  satisfactory. 

The  hydrants  on  the  dockside  are  enclosed  and  capped. 
Hydrants  and  hosepipes  are  flushed  through  before  use. 

(4)  Number  and  Sanitary  Condition  of  Water  Boats,  and 
Powers  of  Control  by  the  Authority 

There  are  no  water  boats  in  use  in  the  Port. 


SECTION  VI  — Public  Health  (Ships)  Regulations,  1952 

(1)  LIST  OF  INFECTED  AREAS  (Regulation  6). 

Upon  the  Public  Health  (Ships)  Regulations  becoming 
operative,  the  H.M.  Customs  (Waterguard)  and  Immigration 
Officers,  the  Channl  Pilots  and  the  Port  Sanitary  Inspectors  were 
supplied  with  personal  booklets  (for  further  information — see 
“ Observations  ” at  end  of  this  Section)  in  which  lists  of  “ infected 
areas  ” can  be  inserted  as  and  when  required.  These  lists  are 
prepared  from  the  Weekly  Record  of  Quarantinable  Diseases 
(Ministry  of  Health)  and  are  revised  at  weekly  intervals.  In  special 
circumstances,  this  can  be  done  from  day  to  day.  The  following 
is  a sample  copy  of  the  type  of  list  issued  :

As  afore-mentioned,  these  lists  are  distributed  to  the  Customs 
(Waterguard)  and  Immigration  Officers,  the  Channel  Pilots  and  Port 
Sanitary  Inspectors.  The  offices  of  these  officials  are  in  very  close 
proximity  on  the  dockside  and  it  is  a simple  matter  for  personal 
contact  to  be  maintained,  information  being  given  verbally  or 
delivered  by  hand. 

(2)  RADIO  MESSAGES. 

(a)  Arrangements  for  sending  permission  by  radio  for  ships 

to  enter  the  district.  (Regulation  13.) 

Barry  is  not  a radio  transmitting  port. 

(b)  Arrangements  for  receiving  messages  by  radio  from  ships 

and  for  acting  thereon.  ( Regulation  14  (7)  (a)  and  { 2 ).) 

On  July  1st,  1939,  under  the  then-existing  Regulations,  the 
Minister  gave  notice  in  the  London  Gazette  that  Barry  would  from 
that  date  be  considered  a radio  receiving  port. 

Wireless  messages  are  received  through  the  Post  Office  from 
Radio  Stations  at  Burnham  and  Portishead.  Arrangements  have 
been  made  that  all  such  messages  received  at  the  local  Head  Post 
Office  shall  be  transmitted  direct  by  telephone  to  the  Port  Medical 
Officer,  to  be  confirmed  by  the  later  delivery  Of  telegram.  This 
arrangement  is  found  to  be  satisfactory. 

No  agents  have  been  approved  for  the  receiving  of  messages, 
though  should  a message  be  received  from  an  agent,  action  would 
be  automatically  taken. 
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(3)  NOTIFICATIONS  OTHERWISE  THAN  BY  RADIO 

(Regulation  14  (1)  (b) ) 

Arrangements  for  receiving  notifications  otherwise  than  by 

radio  and  for  acting  thereon. 

Signals  are  received  at  the  Nell’s  Point  Signal  Station,  Barry 
Island,  from  ships  in  the  Barry  Roads  and  relayed  to  the  Port 
Medical  Officer  by  telephone. 

Return  signals  are  similarly  arranged. 

(4)  MOORING  STATIONS  (Regulations  22  to  30). 

(i)  (a)  Within  the  Docks.  Situated  between  Nos.  29  and  31 
Buoys  in  No.  2 Dock.  In  the  event  of  this  berth  being  occupied r 
arrangements  are  in  operation  whereby  alternative  accommodation 
shall  be  provided  by  agreement  between  tihe  Docks  Authorities  and 
Port  Medical  Officer. 

(b)  Outside  the  Docks.  This  position  is  left  to  the 
discretion  of  the  Port  Medical  Officer  after  consultation  with  the 
Channel  Pilots. 

(ii)  Standing  Directions.  Standing  directions  have  been 
issued  to  Pilots  that  “ infected  ” or  “ suspected  ” ships  should  be 
detained  in  the  Roads  until  they  receive  notification  that  the  Port 
Medical  Officer  has  no  objection,  under  these  Regulations,  to  the 
vessel  entering  the  Docks. 

In  practice,  this  does  not  normally  involve  “ detention  ” of 
ships,  as  prior  knowledge  of  conditions  is  almost  invariable  available 
and  arrangements  are  made  to  meet  the  vessel  whilst  it  is 
proceeding  up  Channel. 

It  has  also  now  been  indicated  to  Pilots  that  healthy  ships 
arriving  from  ports  or  areas  mentioned  on  the  Weekly  List  need 
not  be  detained  in  the  Roads  but  that,  whenever  possible,  prior 
notice  should  be  given  of  their  entering  the  Docks.  Occasionally 
vessels  of  this  category  enter  the  locks  during  the  night  hours 
without  prior  knowledge  of  their  arrival  and  in  order  that  there 
shall  be  no  undue  hold-up  of  traffic,  arrangements  have  been  made 
with  H.M.  Customs  (Waterguard)  for  the  Port  Medical  Officer  to 
be  immediately  informed  and  for  the  vessel  to  proceed — under  issue 
of  a modified  pratique — to  its  normal  place  of  berthing.  The 
Port  Medical  Officer  inspects  the  ship  as  soon  as  practicable,  if 
possible  even  before  reaching  the  normal  place  of  berthing.  A 
standing  direction  under  Article  24  has  been  issued  to  the  H.M. 
Customs  (Waterguard). 

Healthy  ships  arriving  from  non-infected  foreign  ports  proceed 
to  their  normal  place  of  berthing. 
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(5)  ARRANGEMENTS  FOR— 

(a)  Hospital  accommodation  for  infectious  diseases  ( other 
than  smallpox — See  Section  VII) 

The  Welsh  Regional  Hospital  Board  provides  the  200-bedded 
City  Isolation  Hospital,  Canton,  Cardiff,  which  is  under  the  control 
of  Dr.  G.  Emrys  Harries,  Consultant  in  Infectious  Diseases. 

(b)  Surveillance  and  follow  up  of  contacts 

Contacts,  if  allowed  to  remain  on  the  ship,  are  kept  under  daily 
observation  by  the  Port  Medical  Officer.  If,  after  examination, 
they  are  permitted  to  proceed  to  their  own  homes,  their  names 
and  addresses  are  taken  and  notification  is  sent  to  the  Medical 
Officer  of  Health  of  the  District  to  which  they  are  going,  arrange- 
ments being  made  for  the  notification  of  any  change  of  address 
whilst  under  surveillance. 

(c)  Cleansing  and  disinfection  of  ships,  persons,  clothing  and 
other  articles 

The  Port  Sanitary  Officers  undertake  the  disinfection  of  infected 
quarters.  Infected  bedding  and  clothing  are  removed  to  the  Public 
Health  Centre  for  steam  disinfection. 

Verminous  persons  are  also  removed  to  the  Public  Health 
Centre,  where  they  are  bathed  and  treated.  Their  clothing  and  other 
belongings  are,  if  necessary,  dealt  with  at  the  same  time  by  steam 
disinfection. 

OBSERVATIONS 

Personal  Booklets  — Reference  (1)  of  Section  VI  — page  9 

These  booklets  briefly  cover  the  application  of  the  Regulations 
in  respect  of  submission  of  the  Maritime  Declaration  of  Health, 
signals  to  be  given  on  arrival  by  certain  ships  and  the  appropriate 
action  to  be  taken. 

It  should  be  emphasised  that  responsibility  for  any  action  rests 
entirely  with  the  Master  of  the  vessel  concerned  and  that  these 
booklets  have  been  issued  with  that  clear  understanding. 

A precis  of  the  booklet  is  reproduced  below  : 

. . . Masters  of  vessels  from  a foreign  port  other  than  an 
“ excepted  port  ” shall  complete  a Maritime  Declaration  of  Health 
and  shall  deliver  same  to  the  Customs  Officer  or  authorised  officer, 
whoever  first  boards  the  ship,  who  shall  deliver  it  to  the  health 
authority. 

Definitions  — 

“ foreign  port  ” means  a port  or  Other  coastal  place  situated 
elsewhere  than  in  the  United  Kingdom,  the  Channel  Islands,  the 
Isle  of  Man  or  the  Irish  Republic. 
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“ excepted  port  ” means  a foreign  port  situated  on  the 
European  coast  of  France,  the  coast  of  Belgium  or  Holland,  or  that 
part  of  the  coast  of  Germany  which  is  between  the  frontier  with 
Holland  and  the  River  Elbe,  including  the  east  bank  of  that  river 
between  the  entrance  to  the  Kiel  Canal  and  Hamburg  inclusive, 
and  any  place  within  the  Kiel  Canal. 

Signals  — 

The  following  signals  shall  be  given  on  arrival  in  the  Roads  by 
vessels  on  which  there  is,  or  has  been  during  the  last  four  weeks 
of  the  current  voyage,  a case  or  suspected  case  of  infectious  disease. 

(a)  the  international  three-flag  signal  LIM  flown  at  the  mast- 
head or  where  it  can  best  be  seen  from  the  shore  ; and 

(b)  between  sunset  and  sunrise,  either — 

(i)  the  signal  LIM  flashed  in  the  Morse  Code  by  lamp,  or 

(ii)  a signal  consisting  of  a red  light  over  a white  light, 
the  lights  being  not  more  than  six  feet  apart,  shown 
at  the  peak  or  where  the  signal  can  best  be  seen  from 
the  shore. 

Heq.1  thy  ships  from  foreign  ports  (including  “ excepted  ports  ”) 
shall  give  the  following  signals  : 

(a)  the  international  flag  signal  Q flown  at  the  masthead  or 
where  it  can  best  be  seen  from  the  shore  ; and 

(b)  between  sunset  and  sunrise,  either — 

(i)  the  signal  Q flashed  in  the  Morse  Code  by  lamp,  or 

(ii)  a signal  consisting  of  a red  light  over  a white  light, 
the  lights  being  not  more  than  six  feet  apart,  shown 
at  the  peak  or  where  the  signal  can  best  be  seen  from 
the  shore. 

Action  to  be  taken  by  Masters  of  Vessels  in  case  of  — 

(i)  “ Injected  ” or  “ Suspected  ” ships 

(a)  Report  to  the  Signal  Station,  Nell’s  Point,  who  will 
notify  the  Port  Health  Authority. 

(b)  Detain  the  ship  in  Roads  until  permission  to  enter 
Docks  is  given  by  Port  Medical  Officer. 

(ii)  Healthy  ships  arriving  from  Ports  mentioned  in  current 
“ List  of  Infected  Areas  ” 

Whenever  possible,  report  to  Signal  Station,  Nell’s  Point, 
prior  to  entering  Docks. 

(iii)  Healthy  ships  from  other  foreign  ports 

Communications  with  Port  Health  Authority  unnecessary 
unless  so  directed  by  H.M.  Customs.  . . . 
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Maritime  Declaration  of  Health. — This  is  a declaration  which  has 
to  be  completed  by  Masters  of  vessels  from  certain  foreign  ports 
(see  page  12)  and,  as  indicated  by  its  title,  deals  mainly  with  the 
health  state  of  a ship’s  company  during  voyage  or,  if  the  voyage 
has  extended  more  than  four  weeks,  during  the  last  four  weeks. 
The  Health  Questions  are  as  follows  : 

1.  Has  there  been  on  board  during  the  voyage  any  case  or 
suspected  case  of  plague,  cholera,  yellow  fever,  smallpox, 
typhus  or  relapsing  fever  ? 

2.  Has  plague  occurred  or  been  suspected  amongst  the  rats 
or  mice  during  the  voyage,  or  has  there  been  an  abnormal 
mortality  among  them  ? 

3.  Has  any  person  died  on  board  during  the  voyage  otherwise 
than  as  a result  of  accident  ? 

4.  Is  there  on  board  or  has  there  been  during  the  voyage  any 
case  of  disease  suspected  to  be  of  an  infectious  nature  ? 

5.  Is  there  any  sick  person  on  board  now  ? 

(Note. — In  the  absence  of  a surgeon,  the  Master  should 
regard  the  following  symptoms  as  ground  for 
suspecting  the  existence  of  disease  of  an 
infectious  nature  ; fever  accompanied  by  pro- 
stration or  persisting  for  several  days  or  attended 
with  glandular  swelling  : or  any  acute  skin  rash 
or  eruption  with  or  without  fever ; severe 
diarrhoea  with  symptoms  of  collapse  ; jaundice 
accompanied  by  fever.) 

6.  Is  the  Master  aware  of  any  other  condition  on  board 
which  may  lead  to  infection  or  the  spread  of  disease  ? 

The  Channel  Pilots  and  H.M.  Customs  (Waterguard)  have 
kindly  accepted  supplies  of  these  forms  and  they  are  delivered 
aboard  vessels  whilst  in  the  Roads. 

In  order  to  assist  Masters  with  the  completion  of  this 
Declaration  and  any  following  action  that  may  become  necessary, 
a pamphlet  has  been  compiled  and  is  supplied  along  with  the 
Declarations. 

It  is  herein  indicated  that  if  any  of  the  Health  Questions  are 
answered  in  the  affirmative,  free  pratique  will  not  be  granted  by 
H.M.  Customs  until  the  vessel  has  been  visited  by  the  Port  Medical 
Officer. 

Full  details  in  respect  of  signals  (see  page  13)  are  set  out  in 
the  pamphlet  and  assistance  is  also  afforded  Masters  by  indicating 
a comprehensive  list  of  diseases  which,  where  applicable,  must  be 
entered  in  the  Declaration  of  Health. 

The  attention  of  Masters  is  clearly  drawn  to  their  respon- 
sibilities in  the  notification  of  infectious  disease,  etc.,  on  board. 
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SECTION  VII— Smallpox 

(1)  Name  of  Isolation  Hospital  to  which  smallpox  cases  are  sent 
from  the  district — 

Penrhys  Hospital,  Rhondda. 

(2)  Arrangements  for  transport  of  such  cases  to  that  hospital  by 
ambulance,  giving  the  name  of  the  Authority  responsible 
for  the  ambulance  and  the  vaccinal  state  of  the  ambulance 
crews — 

The  responsible  Authority  for  the  ambulance  service  is 
the  Glamorgan  County  Council. 

Arrangements  have  been  made  by  this  Authority  for  the 
transport  of  all  cases  or  suspected  cases  of  smallpox  to  be  dealt 
with  by  the  County  Ambulance  Control  Station  at  Severn  Road, 
Treforest  Trading  Estate,  where  special  drivers  have  been 
selected  for  the  purpose. 

In  instances  where  the  smallpox  consultant  for  the  Area  has 
advised  removal  of  a case,  application  for  transport  would  be 
made  to  the  Ambulance  Control  Station  at  Barry,  who  would 
pass  the  request  to  Treforest  Control  for  action. 

At  the  Treforest  Station,  a supply  of  white  gowns  is  kept 
and  these  would  be  issued  to  the  drivers  when  called  upon  to 
convey  smallpox  cases. 

Upon  receipt  of  a call  for  transport,  the  Treforest  Control 
would  detail  the  vehicle  and  driver  to  be  used  and  he  would 
then  proceed  to  Penrhys  Hospital,  Rhondda,  where  a nurse  and 
necessary  equipment  would  be  picked  up.  The  case  would  then 
be  collected  and  taken  to  hospital. 

The  vehicle  would  be  disinfected  at  the  hospital  and,  together 
with  the  driver,  retained  at  the  hospital  as  long  as  considered 
necessary.  The  driver  would  be  re-vaccinated  immediately  after 
conveying  the  patient  to  the  hospital.

(4)  Facilities  for  laboratory  diagnosis  of  smallpox 

The  Public  Health  Laboratory  Service  at  Cardiff  is 
available  for  the  diagnosis  of  any  suspected  case. 

SECTION  VIII — Venereal  Disease 
A Venereal  Diseases  Clinic  is  held  twice  a week  at  the  Public 
Health  Department,  Woodlands  Road,  Barry.  The  Clinic  is  under 
the  control  of  the  Welsh  Regional  Hospital  Board  (Cardiff  Hospital 
Management  Committee).  Other  convenient  Clinics  are  held  in 
Cardiff  (Cardiff  Royal  Infirmary  and  Royal  Hamadryad  General 
and  Seamen’s  Hospital).  In-patient  treatment,  where  necessary,  can 
be  made  available  at  the  Royal  Hamadryad  General  and  Seamen’s 
Hospital,  James  Street,  Docks,  Cardiff. 

Full  details  of  days  and  times  of  the  various  clinics  are  made 
available  to  seamen  by  public  notices,  and  by  individual  distribution 
when  necessary  or  requested.  Details  of  clinics,  etc.,  were  incor- 
porated in  the  pamphlet  issued  for  the  information  and  guidance  of 
Masters  (Ships’  Regulations)  (see  page  14)  and  the  relevant  extract 
is  reproduced  herewith  :

SECTION  XI  — Measures  taken  against  ships  infected 
with  or  suspected  for  plague 

During  the  Year  no  “ infected  ” or  “ suspected  ” ships 
arrived  in  the  Port. 

Vessels  arriving  from  plague  infected  ports  or  suspected 
areas  would  be  inspected  on  arrival  by  the  Port  Medical  Officer 
and  Port  Sanitary  Inspector.  Such  vessels  would  be  thoroughly 
searched  for  rat  evidence  and  rats  caught  or  found  dead  submitted 
to  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  for  bacteriological  examination. 
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SECTION  XII  — Measures  against  rodents  in  ships 
from  foreign  ports 

(1)  Procedure  for  inspection  of  ships  for  rats 

Vessels  are  inspected  by  a Port  Sanitary  Inspector  as  soon  as 
possible  after  docking.  Deratting  or  Deratting  Exemption 
Certificates  are  inspected  and  an  overall  inspection  for  rat  traces 
made  of  the  ship.  If  evidence  of  rats  is  found  during  the  validity 
of  a Certificate  held  on  board,  the  owners  are  advised  to  undertake 
fumigation.  In  the  majority  of  cases,  the  ready  co-operation  of 
owners  in  this  matter  is  obtained.  However,  should  instances 
arise  where  such  co-operation  was  not  forthcoming,  every  effort 
would  be  made  to  control  and  reduce  the  rat  population  on 
board.  Trapping  and  poisoning  would  be  employed  as  methods 
of  elimination  and  the  use  of  rat-guards,  pamted  and  lighted 
gangways,  etc.,  to  prevent  egress  of  the  rodents  ashore. 

In  cases  where  rat  indications  are  found  and  the  Certificate 
is  not  valid,  fumigation  is  enforced. 

(2)  Arrangements  for  the  bacteriological  or  pathological  exam- 
ination of  rodents,  with  special  reference  to  rodent  plague, 
including  the  number  of  rodents  sent  for  examination  during 
the  year. 

These  examinations  are  carried  out  by  the  Public  Health 
Laboratory  Service  (directed  by  the  Medical  Research  Council 
for  the  Ministry  of  Health),  The  Parade,  Cardiff. 

No  rats  from  ships  or  the  Dock  Area  were  sent  for  examination 
during  the  Year. 

(3)  Arrangements  in  the  district  for  deratting  ships,  the  methods 
used,  and,  if  done  by  a commercial  contractor,  the  name  of 
the  contractor. 

One  method  of  deratting  ships  was  used  during  the  Year,  that 
of  fumigation  by  Hydrogen  Cyanide. 

Fumigation  of  vessels  in  the  district  is  undertaken  by 
commercial  contractors.  Not’fication  is  received  from  the 
contractors  as  to  the  date  and  time  when  fumigation  will  take 
place  ; a Port  Sanitary  Inspector  attends  the  fumigation  and  ensures 
that  everything  done  is  in  strict  compliance  with  the  Hydrogen 
Cyanide  (Fumigation  of  Ships)  Regulations,  1951. 

The  contractors  who  carried  out  the  fumigation  during  the 
Year  were  : Deodor-X  Hygiene  Services  Ltd.,  12,  West  Bute  Street, 
Cardiff. 

(4)  Progress  in  the  rat-proofing  of  ships 

Modern  vessels  are  designed  to  provide  an  almost  complete 
measure  of  rat-proofing  and  there  is  steady  improvement  in  the 
older  vessels.

Deratting  Certificates  and  Deratting  Exemption  Certificates 

Barry  is  a “ designated  approved  port  ” under  the  Public 
Health  (Ships)  Regulations,  1952,  in  that  the  Minister  has  approved 
and  designated  the  Port  for  the  issue  of  both  Deratting  Certificates 
and  Deratting  Exemption  Certificates  (the  term  “ deratting  ” is  the 
equivalent  of  the  previous  “ deratisation  ”). 

The  Minister  has  also  determined  that,  as  from  the  1st  October, 
1952,  the  charge  payable  to  a health  authority  of  a “designated 
approved  port  ” for  the  inspection  of  a ship  for  the  purposes  of 
Regulation  19  or  20  shall  be  in  accordance  with  the  following  scale  :

Arrangements  for  the  burial  on  shore  of  persons  who  have  died

When  a ship  arrives  in  Port  with  a dead  person  on  board,  full 
enquiries  are  made  into  the  circumstances  of  the  death  together 
with  inspection  of  documents  and,  if  deemed  necessary,  the  body 
is  inspected  by  the  Medical  Officer. 
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Should  it  'be  found  that  death  was  due  to  a major  infectious 
disease,  every  effort  would  be  made  to  undertake  cremation. 

In  the  case  of  a death  due  to  any  ordinary  infectious  disease, 
the  body  would  be  removed  to  the  Public  Mortuary  to  await  burial. 

In  both  instances,  suitable  arrangements  would  be  made  for 
the  protection  of  all  officials  and  others  coming  into  contact  with 
the  bodies*  or  near  surroundings.  Disinfection  or  disinfestation 
would  be  carried  out  wherever  necessary  or  advisable.

The  Public  Health  (Imported  Food)  Regulations,  1937 
and  1948 

During  the  Year,  the  Cold  Stores  were  regularly  inspected 
and  close  contact  maintained  with  the  Flour  Mills.  Several 
requests  were  also  received  for  the  examination  of  items  of  ships’ 
stores.

No  certificates  were  issued  under  these  Regulations  during 
the  Year. 
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CARDIFF  (RHOOSE)  AIRPORT 


In  1954,  the  Barry  Corporation  undertook  health  control  at 
Cardiff  (Rhoose)  Customs  Airport  on  behalf  of  the  Minister  of 
Health. 

The  Medical  Officer  of  Health  and  Deputy  Medical  Officer  of 
Health  were  appointed  as  Airport  Medical  Officer  and  Deputy 
Airport  Medical  Officer  respectively  and  undertake  health  control  in 
accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the  Public  Health  (Aircraft) 
Regulations,  1952  and  1954. 

During  the  Year,  a satisfactory  examination  room  was  provided 
at  the  Airport  for  the  medical  examination  of  passengers  who  arrive 
from  places  abroad  which  are  known,  or  suspected,  to  be  infected 
by  major  infectious  diseases. 

The  normal  traffic  of  Rhoose  Airport  is  with  France,  the 
Channel  Islands  and  Eire,  which  are  usually  excepted  from 
inspection  but  during  an  outbreak  of  smallpox  in  France  at  the 
beginning  of  the  Year  all  passengers  from  France  were  inspected 
on  arrival.  No  case  of  infectious  disease  was  discovered. 

The  same  facilities  are  available  for  removal  of  patients  to 
hospital  as  apply  to  the  Port  of  Barry. 

As  indicated  previously,  the  Airport  is  designated  only  as  a 
“ customs  airport.”  It  is  not  a “ sanitary  airport  ” and  should  any 
arriving  aircraft  or  passenger  thereon  require  cleansing,  disinfecting 
or  disinsecting,  the  aircraft  would  be  directed  to  proceed  to  a 
recognised  “ sanitary  airport.” 

The  appropriate  officers  connected  with  the  Airport  are  issued 
with  up-to-date  information  on  “ infected  ” or  “ suspected  ” areas. 

Close  co-operation  exists  with  the  Staff  of  the  Airport,  H.M. 
Customs  and  the  Immigration  Officers  and,  wherever  necessary  and 
possible,  advance  information  of  arrival  of  aircraft  is  transmitted 
tc  the  Public  Health  Department. 

The  Airport  is  a recognised  port  under  the  Aliens  Order,  1953, 
and  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  and  Deputy  Medical  Officer  of 
Health  hold  Warrants  of  Appointment  as  Medical  Inspectors  of 
Aliens. 

It  was  not  found  necessary  to  examine  any  aliens  during 
the  period.
